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DENTAL EXAMINATION 


The charting was made according to the universal system as follows: 
upper right 1 to 16 and left lower 17 to 32. The lower left second 
molar had a buccal amalgam (tooth number 18). The lower right 
second molar (tooth number 31) had a buccal amalgam. The following 
teeth were avulsed; numbers 8 and 10. The upper third molars V7ere 
in their bony crypts. There was slight anterior crowding in the 
mandible. The left lower lateral incisor was in labial version; 
the right lateral incisor was in mesial version. The maxilla was 
protrusive. 

A telephone conversation with Dr. Victor T. Oliver, (622-0241), at 
4:25 p.m. on August 14, 1973, verified that he had placed a small 
buccal pit amalgam on teeth numbers 18 and 31. 

On August 14, 1973, at approximately 5:30 p.m. after a telephone 
call from Paul Cobb, Jr., 5237 Cornish Street, Houston, Texas, 
he brought an upper acrylic and wire retainer (Hawley-type) belong¬ 
ing to James E. Glass and an original model upon which the retainer 
was fabricated. The retainer was tried on the model as well as on 
the maxilla of Unknown body #7 and there was a perfect fit. On this 
basis and the tooth fillings, a positive identification was made 
beyond a reasonable doubt.
